-teady For Royal Assent—Pre- 
dicted to Find Few Friends 
in The South 


HIGH HOPES FROM COUNCIL 


Believed by Supporters of Home 
Rule Senates And Council 
Bring Opposing Sides Together 


LONDON, Dec. 21.—The Irish home 
Tule bill, as it finally emerged from 
parliament today ready for the roval 
assent, is not fundamentally different 
from the measure the government 
first presented. Months of discus- 
sion and efforts to amend in both 
houses resulted in certain safeguards 
being added, which its herents be- 
lieve will rake it more @cceptabie to 
the Irish people. 

i critics however, still maintain 
that it will not be accepted by south 
Ireland, and in this connection it is 
revalied that Arthur Griffiths, Sinn 


Fein leader, said sone weeks after 
the bill was introduced that there 
probably were not ten influential 


men in Ireland who had even taken 
the trouble to read it. the bill's 
critics argue that the events of the 
past few months have not served to 
change the attitude of the Sinn Fein, 


that they will not set up the govern- | 


ment suggested by the British pariia- 
ment. 

The bill ag presented did not pro- 
vide an alternative if either Ulster, 
or the south, or both declined to ac- 
cept it, but it has been amended to 
the effect that if either does not ac- 
cept it within three and a half years, 
the measure automaticaly dies, so far 
as the section refusing to accept it is 
concerned, In the meantime, either 
section. declining to accept, can be 
ruled as a crown colony. The limit 
of three and a half years was adopted 
because by that time there must be an 
election and a new house of commons. 

Two Senates And a Council. 

The bill now provides that there 
shall be set up by popular elections 
two parliaments, one for Ulster and 
one for the south. Each par.jament 
shall decide upon the methods of 
selecting senates. The connecting 
link between them will be the Irish 
council of forty, tweniy for each sec- 
tion. 

Bach senate will nelect seven of its 
council members and each parliament

the Lord Chancellor of Ireland, but 
as amended, he will be appointed by 
the Lord Lieutenant on the advice of

‘SING S'NG LAWYER 
| ARGUES APPEAL IN 
HIS OWN CASE ABLY 


NEW YORK, Dec. 21,—(Canadian 
Press.)—Isaac Edward Ferguson, a 
lawyer, formerly of Winn'peg, anpenr- 
ed today in the New York supreme 
court to argue his own appeal for a 
certificate of reasonable doubt and 
a new trial. He was convicted here 
last October for criminal anarchy. 
This was the second time in the his- 
tory of the court that an inmate of 
Sing Sing prison has appeared in his 
own behalf, 

Ferguson asked a re-trial on the 
grounds that the law under which he 
was convicted, adopted in 1902 after 
the assassination of President McKin- 
ley was unconstitutional, 

One witness whose testimony he 
claimed was incompetent was that of 
an ex-policeman froin Winnipeg, who 
jihad testified to the conditions that 
‘existed in that city during the general 
‘strike in 1919. He also contended 
that the conduct of the trial by Jus- 
ltice Weeks was prejudicial to the de- 
fence from the very beginning and 
that the bias of the court was so ap- 
parent that it was impossible to get 
a*judicial determination in the court

Hear Two Deputations on P. 0. 
Affairs And Wages Shipbuild- 
ing Wages—No Veterans 


TORONTO, Dec. 21.—Rt Hon 
Arthur Me‘ghen, prime minister, who 
was accompanied by Hon. Dr, J. D. 
Reid, minister of ra‘lways and can- 
als, visited Toronto today and left 
tonight on their return to Ottawa. 
Two delegations waited on him with 
grievances, One represented thie post- 
all employes, who recalled the long- 
standing and  oft-published com- 
plaints over the present class'fica- 
tion of the postal men, and over the 
wage question. Hon. Mr, Meighen 
promised to lay the case before the 
proper officials at Ottawa. 

The other delegation was composed 
of union men with complaints against 
the Collingwood Shipbuild-ng com- 
pany, which is taking over the work 
of completing two ships for the fed- 
eral government that had been start- 
ed by the Dominion Shipbuilding Co. 
before the latter's failure. 

One complaint was that the com- 
pany would only pay 75 cents an 
hour for work on the sh'ps, whereas 
the union scale was 90 cents an hour 
and the men wanted the premier to 
intervene in their behalf Hon, Mr. 
Meighen pointed out that he was not 
closely in touch with the wage ques- 
tion and asked the men to send their

INTERNATIONAL STOCK GRAIN SHOW 
PROVED TO BE HIGHLY ATTRACTIVE DISPLAY

While Alberta won name and fame this 
year with the steers and graine in com- 
petition at the Chicago International Show 
the first of the month, abe also won fur- 
ther fame with the provinctal exhibit that 
brought to the attention: of -the- passerby 
Acberta’s many resources, The exhibit waa 
arranged in one end of a large buliding 
corresponding, to a large extent, to our 
Manufacturer's Building at. our own Fuir 
Grounds and a barker outside invited the 
public ineide to see what might be ween. 
The State Agricultural colleges bal ex- 
hibits in this building as. well as ‘several 
commercial firms, While the department 
of agriculture was pominady in charge 
of the exhibit, practically every official 
of the government and every resident of 
Aiverta felt himself morally responsible 
for this part of the show, and it was real- 
ly Alberta headquarters ajl through the 
show. As usual Frank Petersor collected 
the material for the exhibit, and for the 
coal and mineral part of the exhibit How- 
ard Stytchbury was ‘there to speak for 
himself, W. G. Atkingon also assisting. 

However for a day or two before the 
show everyone from Deputy Minister 
Craig ,to the provincial veterinarian had 
coats off and were fastening up sieves 
amd arranging blocks of coal, bottles of 
ol! and samples of ore, etc. ' 

From the entrance ,the firet thing to 
strike the eye was the drapery of native 
and cultivated graeses,of which there must 
have been more than a humired different 
samples, Alberta as the home of 
luscious and succulent grasses was well 
emphasized. The arrangement of these 
grasses was particularly good, satitying 
the artisic eye, as well as giving food for 
thenght to farmers with the material 
seree uppermost. On the other wall, were 
arranged ema!) stiff. sheaves of wheat, cats 
barley, flax, with various samples of peas 
revieving the geometrical! precision of the

Unfortunately, the month was aleo

number of cases of infectious diseases 
were reported the total In all, includ- 
‘ng three imported cases, amounting 
to 473. 

This, stated the health officer, was 
a record for the city for any one 
month. The patients admitted to the 
Isolation hospital totalled 123 and 93 
were discharged.

Of the imported cases two were of 
smallpox and one of scarlet fever. 

In regard to the cases the health 
officer reported: 

“Of the 61 emal!pox cases only three 
had ‘been previously successfully vac- 
cinaged. All three had been vaccin- 
ated in infancy and their ages were 
38, 50 and 6% respectively. <As re- 
gards age, 38 were children of schoo! 
age and under and the majority were 
‘rom one school where vaccination of 
the children had been largely neglect- 
ed for five years. 
the time it became known taat small- 
pox existed in connection with this 
school, it was discovered that several 
children had been attending the 
school for weeks with a slight attack 
of the disease. Consequently vaccin- 
ation of the children though at once 
attended to was too late to prevent 
the development of the d sease, wh.ch 
in many cases had been incubating for 
irom eight to twelve days. Towards 
the end of the month cases among 
children throughout the city, how- 
ever, became relatively infrequent, 
ow.ng to the successful vaccination 
carried out by physicians, the school 
medical inspector and the health de- 
partment.” 

Under the heading of infectious dis- 
eases it was stated that one child died 
of smal:pox, six deaths occurred from 
diptheria, two from tuberculosis and 
one from pneumonia, 

The health officer stated that it was 
regrettable that so many deaths oc- 
curred from diphtheria, particularly 
when it was quite evident that the 
majority of the deaths were due to the 
failure to have antitoxin adrainistered 
early enough to prevent serious re- 
sults. 

Heating of Blocks 

There was some discussion on the 
subject of the proper heating of blocks 
and apartment houses, as complaints 
are coming into the department from 
places where, it is alleged, sufficient 
heat is not provided. One such com- 
plaint came in from the south side on 
Tuesday. 

It was stated that the provincial 
department is now engaged in the 
consideration of regulations to deal 
wih this question.

Rai'way Commissicners Hold 
Their Findings Just and Refuse 
To Suspend Higher Freight Rates 


Judgment is Handed Down by Commissioner Rutherford 
and Concurred in by Carveil and McLean—Deals With 
Arguments Presented by Manitoba Counsel Syming- 
ton and Answers His Contentions. 


Ottawa, Det. 21—(Canadian Press)—On the. ground that, nct- 
withstanding the criticism to which the board has been subjected, its 
findings cannot, on the most searching analysis be fairly character- 
jeu as other than just and reasonable, the board of railway commis- 
aioners in a judgment handed down today refuses the application of 
the governments of Manitoba and Saskatchewan for an order sus- 
ending the railway rate increases granted in an order issued ou 
September 9, the higher rates becoming effective four days later. 

After dealing at some length with the gerieral aspects of the 
ease and commenting on certain criticisms of the board which have 
been made in respect to its action in increasing rates, the judg- 
ment deals exhaustively with the financial position of the Canadian 
Pacific railway at the present time. After presenting figures show- 
ing what the situation for the company would be with and without 
fate increases the board declared that these figures furnish a fair 
indication that the company is ‘‘Not likely to do more than pay its 
way during the coming year, if indeed, it succeeds in avoiding a 


deficit.”

OTTAWA, Dec. 
Press)—It is not thought likely here, 
that there will be any appeal against 
today's judgment by the board of rail- 
way commissioners refusing the anpli- 
cation of the governments of Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan for suspension of 
the railway rate increases granted on 
September 9. The board’s ruling was 
generally expected, especially as ar- 
rangements had already been made for 
a general inquiry into rates The gen- 
eral inquiry is to open in March. 

Case For Cancellation 

The application, which was made 
by Mr. H. J. Syming‘on for Manitoba 
and D’Arcy Scott for Saskatchewar, 
and representatives of other Interesta 
was based on a judement of the gov- 
ernor-in-coune'l which referred the 
order arte increased ra'lway rates 
back to the board for further con- 
gidera‘ion. Mr. Symington asked that 
if the rates were not suspended, the 
inc: eaSes in rates on I'nes west of Fort 
William should be reduced to 15 per 
cent. In préwenting h's case to the 
board, Mr, Sym'ngton, @ays the jud.- 
ment, devoted h's attent'on practi- 
cal y to four points: 

(1) A general criticism of the 
methods fo'lowed by the board in fix- 
{ng feir and reasonable rates, 

(2) That the board, in reaching ts 
Cecigion as to increase in rates took 
into consideration tae requ'rements 
of the Canadian Ntalonal ra.!ways. 

(8) The necessity of equalization 
of eastern and western rates. 

4) The alleged injustice of the 
additiona’ five per cent imposed upon 
freight rates for the period between 
Sep'ember 13, 1920 and Desember 
31, 1920. ’ 

“It is, I think,” says Commissioner 
Rutherford, “unnecessary to deal fur- 
ther w'th the question of tne legallty 
or otherwize of the course fo!lowed 
by the govérgor-in-counoil in refer- 
ring order number 308 back to the 
board. It ts evident that the governor- 
in-council, failing to find in the ord r 
anything watch would justify ‘ts 
var.ation or reeision, and feeling 
neverthe eas that, in view of the ro- 
presentations made by the appellants 
certain of i‘s features might be open 
to criticism, decided to refer it back 
to the board, with the suggest’on, in 
mo sense of the word an order, that 
thiese features should be again con 
sidered. and ‘f deemed necessary or 
adv sable, further (dealt with.” 

Says Oriticisim Not Justified 

In the opinion of the judgment, Mr. 
Symington read Into the judgment o! 
the governor-in-council, a number of 
objections to ¢he judgment of the 
board, not in any way justified. This 
er:ticism, tne judgment sta‘es, ap- 
plies to his attack on the methods 
followed by the board in arriving at 1 
dec'-ton as to what constitutes fair 
and reasonabe rates. H’a content.on 
that the application of a general rate 
increage on @ percentage bas's is 
characterized as faultv and unfair in- 
asmuch as, od in regard to a few 
artic'es, especially treated, no effort 
was made to ascertain how the new 
rates ‘would affect individual classes 
of goods sipped. Ths, says the judr- 
ment, waa in no senee justified by the 
findings of the governor-in-council. 

Further on, Commiasioner Ruther: 
ford remarks “eminating the special 
pleading which has been 80 prom: 
{nent a feature of the a:tacks on the 
board’s judgment, in the vailway 
rates case, and apply'ng common 
sense principles, it is, I taink, quite 
c'ear that one of the mogt important 
factors to be considered in reaching 
@ decision as to what are fair and 
reasonable rites is that of the ability 
of the ra‘:iways to carry on. 

Defends Railways | 

“The fact that under tie ‘aw, the 
railways ag public utilities are re: 
quired to have their rates approved 
by the board, does not justify the 
view that they should therefore be 
compe'led to do business at a loss. 

“Fur:her, if tae rates fixed are not 


fair and feasonable to the railways) 


ae wel. ay to the public, the public 
will suffer, inasmuch as no railway, 
compel'ed to operate on a non-pay: 
ing baais, can furnish elther efficient 
eervice or adequate facilities for the 
handling of traffic.” 
. The judgment finds that in ‘ila see: 
ond count, namély that the board in 
its judgment took into cons‘derat on 
the requirements of the Canadian 
tional rai ways, Mr. Symington is 
on better footing, inasmuch as the 
judgment of the governor-in-sounci! 
Btates that this enould not have been 
done. 

“Here, however,” aid the judg- 
ment, ‘there seems to be a gener] 
m'‘sunderstand’ng as to the real posi: 
tion of the board in that connection 
and partioularly as to the basi: of 
He calculations on which the findincs 
of the boara In the railway rut‘s 
ease were aetually arriv:1 at Whie 
admitt'ng that the language used by 
the chief commiasioner in hie judg- 
ment might be interpra:ed ae cun- 

ying the impression that the yurd 
cok into cone'deration the unfor- 
tunate financ'al position of the Mana- 
dian Nationa! railways it Is 
ly neceewars to point oi tha: all .be 
ca'cu'at'ous, as get forth in that .ude-

Equalization East and West 

Referring to the third point dealt 
witit by Mr. Symington equalizat’on 
of .castern and western rates, the 
judgment says it should not be for- 
gotten that its interjection into the 
rates case wag purely incidental, and 
that the board would not have been 
justified in attempting to deal with so 
important a question at such short 
notice, even in the face of the state- 
ments made by Mr. Symington at the 
hearing in August indicating that 
the operatig rates and train tonnage 
were much more favorable to the 
raiiways in western Canada than in 
the cast, 

The judgment po'nts out that the 
factors which f'rst led to the estab- 
ishing of these differing rates—wa- 
ter competition and competition of 
Uniteq States linte—have been fer 
some years in an abnormal and un- 
settled condit’on, and that the'r fu- 
ture influence on ratesin eastern Can- 
ada is an entire'y unknown and un- 
guessable quantity, 

“Much has been made of the fact,” 
Proceeds the judgment , “that the 
chief commissioner in his judgment, 
6tated that the rates in Western Can- 
ada averaged Arom 16 to 18 per cent. 
higher than those in the east, and 
that hé neverthe'ess made a differ- 
ence of only five per cent. It should 
not be forgotten. however, disparity 
in favor of the east, for reasons well 
known and fully understood has long 
pall recoen ised as oh established 
and, un ver, recently, accepted 
condition, r ¥ o 

“Under these circumstances, there- 
fore, the board took the ground that 
pending future full inquiry and inves- 
tigation and unt!l the whole question 
has been considered from the stand- 
pont of things as they are and as 
they are likely to be in the future, 
{t wou:d not be justified in going fur- 
ther thun it did in the matter of re- 
duc'ng western rates.” 

“As stated at the hear'ng on the 
appeal, the board is prepared, in 
compliance wth the request of the 
Bovernor-in-coligell, to take up this 
question at onc®, and arrangements 
are now in progress for the early 
fauguration of a full and exhaustive 
inquiry into all the circum&ances 
bearing upon it, wth a vee to 
reaching, at the earliest possible date 
@ definite understanding as to uo fair 
and wroper bass of equal'zation.” 


Fourth Point Answered 


Dealing with the fourth point rais- 
ed by Mr. Symington. that the addi- 
tional five per cent. imposed upon 
freight rates for the period between 
Sepcember 13 anq December 31, in- 
fcted an unfair burden upon sh.p- 
pers, such sh.ppera being largely in 
wesiern Canada, the judgment states 
thut it is o matter of common 
knowledge that the action of the 
boaid in granting this temporary 
tate wae taken with the view of en- 
abling the railways to prov.de the 
sum of approx:mate.y twenty-three 
mijlen dosars required to meet the 
unexpected demands of their em- 
ployee, for wage increases, The board 
Was luced With the aiternative of a 
general atrike if*these demands weie 
hot met. In view of the then very 
wlarming gituat.on-as regards the coal 
supp.y for the coming winter and the 
Importance of ensuring the movement 
of the western grain crop, the board, 
after caiefuliy consdering ali the 
jclrcumstances and especially the fact 
thet the expenditure was of an ab- 
jnormal and temporary character, de- 
cided that it would be in the publ.c 
interest to grant a silghtjy higher 
rate for the remainder of the year, 

Western Sh.ppers’ Attitudes 

The judgment gtates that the atti- 
tudy of the western shipper that this 
{portion of the order imposed an un- 
jfair burden upon them, as the period 
jin question Was coincident with the 
heaviest part of the g.ain movement, 
le readity understandable, especially 
jin view of the serious fall which has 
taken place in the price of grain 
and other farm products. un the 
other hand the board felt that the 
buelest season of the year was that 
jduring which this abnormal burden 
would be most caaily borne and moet 
evenly § distr.buted. The judgment 
asserts that the statement advanced 
by Mr, Symington that the board had 
d.sregardeqd the decision of the gov- 
jernor-in-council is not borne out, 
there being nothing “mandatory in 
the language of that judgment, the 


matter being left unremerved:y in the | 


{hands of the board, whieh 
jeareful cone‘deration, hag been un- 
able to see its way to change the 
‘terms of the order, especially in view 
of the confu~'on which such a change 
would involve and the close proxim- 
iity of the date when this extra burden 
|o? the shipper will be removed. 


Heavy C.P.R. Defic!t? 


“This statement, @ copy of which

When they have to pay they would 
rather do it in a way that does 
not remind them that they are do- 
ing it. And when it is optional 
they refuse to pay directly a tax 
that they would pay indirectlv. 

There is nothing new in this, 
and nothing that is newly dis- 
covered.

It was applied 
after the prices of these articles 
had doubled or even tripled, and 
when—despite this increase in 
price—the publie were buying as 
fast as the supply made possible.

Problem Possible Before Close 
Another Session Federal House 


Premier Meighen of Opinion That Question Should Be 
Disposed of Finally as Soon as Possible, According to 
Premier Stewart, Who Returns From Ottawa Confer” 
ence—“Scrutiny” of Resources Accounts Undertaken 


A practical understanding on the 
question of restoration of the natural 
resources to the three western prov- 
inces is hoped for before the end of 
another sese’on of the federal parlia- 
ment states Hon. Charles Stewart, 
premier of Alberta who retutned to 
the city Tuesday morning from 
attending the conference between the 
governments of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta, and the Domiion 
igoverment respecting the application 
of the west for control of their re- 
}sources, 

“I can very frankly say that before 
the conference in Ottawa closed we 
were given assurance by Premier 
|Meltghen that he !s decidedty of the 
opinion that the long-pending prob- 
lem of the natural resourses should 
be settled as soon as possible,” Hon 
|Mr. Stewart wen! on to explain that 
laithough the prime min.ster saw the 
Jalmost insurmountebe difficulties in 
e way of an accurate accounting 
question, which in

ithe case of Manitoba would have to 
‘extend back to 1870, it was finally

| And Charm 


You have probably always accep.ed 


‘Christmas cards, and have never 
| thougat of their origin. But when one 
|; cons.ders the volumes of cards that 
)are sent at the ho iday time, and the 
meau.ng that goes with every one, it 
‘is interesting to know how they ori- 
ginated, 

| It was as far back as 1846, in Eng- . 
land, tia. they were first circulated. 
Not more than a thousand copies 
were printed then, but at that time 
that was considered a great many, in- 
deed> They grew in favor so rapidly 
that the numbers distributed annually 
}soon increased to tens and hundreds 
of thouaands until now there are 
|hundreds of millions of them = gent 
every year. 

A member of the Royal Academy 
des.gned the first card, which repre- 
sented a family group of three gen- 
}erations, and on it was this senti-

The Northern Alberta branch of 
the Canadian Institute of Mining and 
‘Metallurgy, at their recent monthly 
meeting in the King Edward hotel 
were interested in the demonstration 
of a fuel sav'ng device especially ap- 
plicable to Alberta coal, the invention 
of Mr. I. Francis of Winnipeg. It is 
claimed for this device that it saves 
from 25 to 40 per cent. of the heat- 
jing power of Alberta domestic coal. 
In demonstrating, Mr. Francis stated 
that it hliad ‘taken him four yeare to 
perfect his device, so that it will 
work on all classes of stoves, fur- 
naces and heaters, and with all 
classes of coal fuel. The device is 
patented in the United States and! 
Canada, and has already been placed 
on the Manitoba market. There is a 
possibility of the Alberta rights being 
acquired by a loca] company, and the 


manufacture establishied at Edmon-
